CONVENIENT AND PRETTY. 



Artlelea That Arr rueful. Ornamental and 
ItMtly Mailr 

A pretty sachet f<>r lonjr ffiovea is 
mude of two piece* oi cardboard meae- 
uslng sixteen inches in length and six 
lnchee In breadth, cotercd on the out- 
side with olivi" preen brocade (col in 
onu piece) and lined with pale pink 
quilted till*. Kdffe it all around with a 
quilling of olive green ribbon, and 
finish with bows of olive and pink. 

To make a very handsome handker- 
chief sachet, cut a piece of terra-cotta 
plush fourteen inches wide and ten 
inches long;embroider a spray of dnisles 
on it in the natural colors; line it with 
very pale blue satin, and make the two 
pockets of quilted satin, sprinkling the 
wadding with delicate sachet powder. 
Finish the edges with palebluc silk cord. 
Fold the snchet over, puss a ribbon 
through the folded part and tic in a 
bow on the outside, putting In an in- 
visible stitch or two to keep it in plflce. 
Fasten two little silk balls of different 
•lzes to each corner. 

Another pretty handkerchief sachet 
is composed of two pieces of nord board 
ten inches square, covered with rosor 
colored silk, and lined with quilted silk 
of the same color. Put a six-im-li iqtMM 
of ivory-white satin embroidered in 
rose color and gold on the top of the 
sachet, and edge all around the sachet 
with a quilling of rose-colored ribbon. 
Finish with bows of the same color. 

To make a pretty and convenient 
work COM, Cut B piece of ruby plush 
twentv-two inches long and eight 
(aofaOl wide nnd line it with gold-col- 
ored satin. Hound the ends slightly 
and turn one end up on the gold side to 
iorm a pocket for the work; fasten, 
with a bow of ribbon, on the renter of 
the pocket a littleyliamoiid-shaped pin- 
cushion of ruby or plush, trimmed 
round with gold cord. In the center of 
the work-case st itch a piece of the ruby 
plush to hold skeins of thread and 
silk. Put three rows of herring- 
bone down this, leaving room be- 
tween each for a skein of silk or 
thread. He careful not to let the stitches 
go through to the outside. Fasten two 
little pockets of the plush on each side 
of this to hold buttons, hooks, etc.. 
and on the end above place a dainty 
needlebook made of ruby and gold. 
Trim all the pockets round with gold 
cord, and ornament the outside with 
embroidery or gold-colored gimp. 
Fasten a ribbon to the rounded end. 
long enough when the pocket is rolled 
up to go round it and tic in a graceful 
bow. 

Pockets of this kind filled with but- 
tons, silk, cotton, etc., suited to a gen- 
tleman's requirements, make very ac- 
ceptable presents to bachelor friends for 
traveling. — Housekeeper.

There All the Urine Will Find Their Nest- 
Over Them Are "the Feather" of the 
Almighty" ISTSSSS by llev. T. 
hi ll lit Talnuifre. II. D< 

Dr. Tal mage's subject Sunday was 
the refuge offered by the Christian 
religion to people of all ages and every 
variety of character. His text was 
Ezekiel xvii.. 23. "A goodly cedar and 
under It shall dwell all fowl of every 
wing." 

The cedar of Lebanon is a royal tree. 
It stands 6,000 feet above the level of 
the sea. A missionary counted the con- 
centric circles, and found one tree ,'i,. r >00 
years old— long-rootcd. broad branches, 
all the year in luxuriant foliage. 

Tho same branches that bent in the 
hurricane that David saw sweeping 
over Lebanon, rock to-day over the 
head of the American traveler. This 
monarch of the forest, with its leafy 
fingers, plucks the honors of a thou- 
sand years, and sprinkles '.hem upon 
its own uplifted brow, as though some 
great hallelujah of Heaven had been 
planted upon Lebanon, and it were ris- 
ing up With all its long-armed strength 
to take hold of the hills whence it 
came. Oh! what a fine place for birds 
to nest in. In hot days they come 
thither— the eagle, tho dove, the swal- 
low, the sparrow and the raven. There 
is to many of us a complete fascination 
in the structure and habits of birds. 
They seem not more of earth than of 
Heaven— even vascillating between the 
two. No wonder that Audubon, with 
his gun, tramped through all of the 
American forests insearch of new spec- 
imens. 

Oeologistshave spent years in finding 
the track of a bird's claw in the new- 
red sand-stone. There is enough of 
God's architecture in e snipe's bill or a 
grouse's foot to confound all the uni- 
versities. Musicians have with clefs 
and bars, tried to catch the sound of 
the nightingale and robin. Among the 
first thing that a child notices is a swal- 
low at the eaves, and grandfather goes 
out with a handful of crumbs to feed 
the snow birds. The Bible is full of 
ornithological allusions. The birds of 
the Rible are not dead and stuffed, like 
those of tho museum, but living birds, 
with fluttering wings and plumage. 
"Hehold tho fowls of the air," says 
Christ "Though though exalt thyself 
as the eagle, and though thou set thy 
nest among the stars, thence will I 
bring thee down," exclaims Obadiah. 
"(iavest thou the goodly wings unto the 
peacocks?" says Job. David describes

In our early his- 
tory, when no nation feared our 
strength or regarded our rights, every 
reasonable effort was made to develop 

pendent ol all nations. This was done 
in some cases by small import duties, 
such as now would be considered 
ruinous. Jefferson, Madison ami 
Monroe ever manifested u disposition 
to encourage agriculture, manufacture, 
commerce and navigation, as the 
means of Increasing our war resources, 
but Jefferson was particular to say in 
1S03 that "the remaining revenue on 
the consumption of foreign articles is 
paid cheerfully by those who can afford

Importance of (Jetting She Seed Into Soil 

Under Favorable Condition*. 

One of the principal advantages in 

getting the spring crops in early U 
that the plants, having a better oppor- 
tunity tO get well established, are In a 
much better condition to withstand the 
hot, dry weather of summer. Plants 
that are stunted in the early stages of 
growth never fall* recover, and seed 
sown under unfavorable condition* will 
nearly always send tip a weak un- 
thrifty plant, whose defects after treat- 
ment will entirely overcome. 

With nearly all spring crops, es- 
pecially in the field, earliness is quite 
an item in securing the best groWtfl 
and yield, yet il is r. rely good economy 
lion of the 
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unfavorable conditions, so that they 
germinate slowly, causes more or less 
loss of vitality that, when the best 
growth and yield are desired, it is best 
to avoid. OndOf present conditions if 
a fair profit is realised a good yield is 
necessary and in many cases a fall- 
yield can be made to return a fair profit 
while a light yield will be made at a 
positive loss. Hence it is important to 
take every precaution to secure the 
best growth and yield in order to lessen 
the cost and increase the profits. 

These things are important: Qood 
seed carefully planted in thoroughly 
prepared soli so as to insure a quick, 
vigorous germination and growth and 
a good even stand. A failure in either 
of these respects will affect the yield. 
At the start it is best to take every 
precaution to plant under us favorable 
conditions as possible, and, with such 
crops as require it. give thorough cul- 
tivation. 

In order to lessen the necessity for 
attempting to work the soil wet or to 
plant under unfavorable conditions the 
l>est plan is to make all of the prepar-

One Suitable for Holding Horses, Cattle, 
Sheep aad Hav- 

Our illustration represents a barn 
capable of holding 10 horses, 50 head of 
cattle and 30 sheep, with room eno 
for at least 40 tons of hay. The end of 
the stable portion is represented as left 
open to show the arrangements of tho 
stalls, etc. The horses occupy the cen- 
tral portion at one ead, in two rows, 
with a passageway between the rows, 
the apartment for the sheep being the 
other end of the central space. The 
cattle occupy the sides, each row fac- 
ing toward the' horses on that side. 
Their stalls are 18 feet deep. The floor

of the cattle stalls slants to a manure 
ditch behind the euttle, and behind this 
is tho passageway. The cattle may be 
fastened with stanchions or in any 
other approved way. The horse stalls 
have a dirt floor. The barn is 75 feet 
long, 48 feet wide, IS or 88 feet high at 
the eave*. The upper part is used as a 
haymow.
